Panel Readies 9/11 Report 


Unanimity, timing likely to deflect charges of partisanship 


WASHINGTON! Working in secret, the Sept. 11 
commission is finishing a final report that 
several members believe will be done by 
week’s end and have unanimous support. 

The endorsement of all 10 commissioners 
is important if the findings and recommen- 
dations for improvements — most notably in 
intelligence-gathering — are to avoid charges 
of partisanship in a presidential election year. 

A report without any dissenters would 
be an accomplishment given the charges of 
partisanship that surfaced during public 
hearings featuring officials such as national 


security adviser Condoleezza Rice, Attorney 
General John Ashcroft and former counter- 
terrorism chief Richard Clarke. 

As recently as last month, former 
Sen. Slade Gorton, R-Wash., and several 
other commissioners on the panel of five 
Republicans and five Democrats said una- 
nimity might not be possible. 

The meetings since then have changed 
his mind. 

“We’ve had a good personal relationship 
in our internal deliberations, with no traces 
of partisanship,” Gorton said. 


Added Democratic commissioner Jamie 
Gorelick, a former deputy attorney general 
in the Clinton administration: “We have a 
lot of consensus.” 

The commission was established by 
Congress in 2002 to investigate govern- 
ment mistakes before the attacks and rec- 
ommend ways to better protect the country 
against terrorists. Commissioners and their 
staff have interviewed more than 1,000 wit- 
nesses, including President Bush. 

The commission wants to release the 
500 -plus-page document on July 22 to avoid 
competing with the Democratic National 
Convention, which begins July 26. hope yen (ap)

Senators Press 
For CIA Nominee 


Senate intel report 
highlights need for 
director, lawmakers say 

WASHINGTON I A Senate report 
detailing serious flaws in U.S. 
intelligence -gathering highlights 
the urgent need for a permanent 
CIA director given the current 
terrorist threat, leaders of the 
Senate Intelligence Committee 
said Sunday. 

George Tenet, who announced in 
early June that he was resigning for 
personal reasons, left the agency on 
Sunday after seven years as direc- 
tor. His deputy, John McLaughlin, 
took over as acting director. 

Tenet’s departure came two days 
after the committee concluded the 
CIA provided unfounded assess- 
ments of the threat posed by Iraq 
that the Bush administration relied 
on to justify going to war. 


“An acting director for the next 
six or seven months, during such 
a dangerous period for the United 
States, with all of these talks about 
attacks on the United States, is not 
acceptable,” said West Virginia Sen. 
Jay Rockefeller, the committee’s top 
Democrat. 

The chairman. Sen. Pat Roberts, 
said McLaughlin’s ability to lead 
is limited as acting director even 
though he is “very skilled” and has 
a lot of experience. 

“I hope the administration will 
send somebody up,” said Roberts, 
R-Kan. “If that’s the case, we will 
go full time into the hearings to get 
him or her confirmed.” 

The White House gave no indica- 
tion Sunday about when Bush would 
name a permanent director. 

The lawmakers appeared on 
NBC’s “Meet the Press,” “Fox News 
Sunday,” and CBS’ “Face the Nation.”

Cheneys Differ on Same-Sex Marriage 


WASHINGTON I Lynne Cheney, the 
vice president’s wife and moth- 
er of a lesbian, said Sunday that 
states should have the final say 
over the legal status of personal 
relationships. 

That stand puts her at odds 
with Vice President Dick Cheney 
on the need for the constitutional 
amendment now under debate in 
the Senate that effectively would 
ban gay marriage. 


“I think that the constitutional 
amendment discussion will give 
us an opportuni- 
ty to look for ways 
to discuss ways in 
which we can keep 
the authority of the 
states intact,” Lynne 
Cheney told CNN’s 
“Late Edition.” 

The Senate began debate Friday 
on an amendment that defines 


marriage as a union of a man and 
woman as husband and wife.

Cleanup of Anthrax Building Begins 


Site of deadly 2001 
attack will be home to 
decontamination firm 

BOCA RATON, FLA. I Workers began 
pumping a potent chemical into the 
former headquarters of a supermar- 
ket tabloid Sunday to clean up the 
first target in a series of deadly 
anthrax attacks in 2001. 

The cleanup is being led by 
BioONE, a company established 
by former New York City Mayor 
Rudolph Giuliani and Sabre 
Technical Services, which decon- 
taminated other buildings hit by 
anthrax attacks.

After a call of “Let’s go” from 
Giuliani, workers started the flow 
of chlorine dioxide, a chemical used 
to disinfect drinking water, into the 
American Media Inc. building to 
kill the spores. 


The cleanup is set to last 24 to 
36 hours, to be followed by repeat- 
ed tests to determine the safety of 
the building before a quarantine 
is lifted. 

BioONE then plans to occupy 
the space as the headquarters for its 
new crisis management venture. 

The arrival of anthrax in the 
mail at the building was the first 
in a series of still-unsolved attacks 
that killed five people, among them 
photo editor Bob Stevens of AMI’s 
tabloid the Sun. AMI, which also 
publishes The National Enquirer, 
hurriedly abandoned the three - 
story office after the anthrax was

Hamilton, Burr 
Kin Relive Duel 

WEEHAWKEN, N.J. I The bitter grudge 
between their ancestors has long 
faded, but on Sunday descendants 
of Alexander Hamilton and Aaron 
Burr marked their paces with pistols 
in hand. Antonio Burr, a descendant 
of Burr’s cousin, arrived by rowboat 
in period costume and fired a repli- 
ca of the .54-caliber pistol that mor- 
tally wounded Hamilton 200 years 
ago in the July II, 1804 duel. 

Douglas Hamilton, a fifth-great- 


grandson of Hamilton, feigned the 
historic hip wound, dropping to one 
knee and then falling down. 

The event was the families’ first 
meeting in two centuries. 

Hamilton, a signer of the 
Constitution and the nation’s first 
treasury secretary, had a simmering 
feud with his longtime rival Burr, 
the vice president under Thomas 
Jefferson. 

More than 1,000 people attended 
the re-enactment near the Hudson 
River. After the event, two plaques 
honoring Burr and Hamilton were 
dedicated in Hamilton Park, (ap)

Philippines rejects 
kidnappers’ demands 
to withdraw its troops 

BAGHDAD I Insurgents ambushed 
two U.S. military patrols in sepa- 
rate attacks Sunday, killing three 
U.S. soldiers and an Iraqi civilian. 

A roadside bomb attack on a U.S. 
patrol in the city of Samarra, a hot- 
bed of violence 60 miles north of 
Baghdad, killed two soldiers Sunday 
afternoon, the military said. 

An earlier attack on a U.S. con- 
voy in Beiji, 90 miles south of the 
northern city of Mosul, began Sun- 
day morning when a roadside bomb 
exploded next to the patrol, the mil- 
itary said. An enemy vehicle then 
raced toward the convoy, firing at 
the soldiers, who shot back and 
killed the driver, the military said. 
A soldier and a civilian traveling 
behind the patrol were killed. 


Meanwhile, the Philippines 
government rejected an insurgent 
group’s ultimatum to pull its small 
peacekeeping force out of Iraq. 
The group has threatened to kill a 
Filipino man it is holding hostage. 

The militants gave the Philippines 
a Sunday night deadline to agree to 
withdraw its 51-member peacekeep- 
ing force by July 20 — a month ahead 
of schedule. The group threatened to 
kill truck driver Angelo dela Cruz if 
the Philippines did not comply. 

After an emergency Cabinet 
meeting Sunday, the Philippines 
government refused. 

“We reiterate our plan to return 
our humanitarian contingent as 
scheduled on Aug. 20, 2004,” Foreign 
Secretary Delia Albert told reporters. 
Philippine negotiators were work- 
ing through mediators Sunday to 
try to free dela Cruz, a diplomat 
in Baghdad with knowledge of the 
situation said, ravi nessman (ap) 


Israeli leader says he 
will fight eourt’s ruling 
after blast kills soldier 

JERUSALEMIA defiant Prime Mini- 
ster Ariel Sharon said Sunday that 
Israel will keep building its West 
Bank separation barrier, despite a 
world court ruling that the system 
of fences, trenches and walls is ille- 
gal and must be torn down. 

In Tel Aviv, Palestinian militants 
blew up a bus stop with a nail-stud- 
ded bomb hidden in shrubs, killing a 
female soldier. It was the first dead- 
ly attack in Israel in four months, 
and Sharon linked it to the ruling 
against the barrier, which Israel says 
is needed to stop such attacks. 

“The decision sends a destruc- 
tive message to encourage ter- 
rorism, and denounces countries 
that are defending themselves,” 
Sharon said. 

He ordered construction to con- 
tinue in line with a recent Israeli 
Supreme Court decision, his office 
said. The court ordered Israel to 


change the route of the barrier near 
Jerusalem, saying it was causing too 
much hardship on Palestinians. But 
it upheld Israel’s claim that the bar- 
rier is a security measure, not an 
attempt to redraw its borders, and 
allowed construction to continue. 

The barrier stretches deep into 
the West Bank, which Palestinians 
want as part of a future state. 

The A1 Aqsa Martyrs’ Brigades, 


a violent Palestinian group linked 
to Yasser Arafat’s Fatah faction, 
claimed responsibility for Sunday’s 
attack. A spokesman for the group, 
who spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity, said the bombing proved 
Palestinians can carry out attacks 
even with the barrier, (ap)

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Blast in Western 
Afghan City Kills 5 

HERAT, AFGHANISTAN | A bomb 
exploded on a bustling street of 
this western city Sunday, killing 
five people, injuring 29 and deep- 
ening concern over security two 
days after Afghanistan set a new 
date for its first free elections. 

Afghan leader Hamid Karzai 
blamed enemies of democracy for 
the blast, which occurred as U.N. 
and Afghan officials watched a dis- 
armament parade for militia sol- 
diers across town. 

Herat police said they had arrest- 
ed one suspect. But it was unclear 
who was behind the latest attempt 
to mar preparations for presiden- 
tial elections, which authorities 
pushed back from September to 
Oct. 9 on Friday. 

Police chief Ziauddin Mahmoudi 
said the time bomb was hidden in a 
pile of garbage. Violence this year 
has killed nearly 600 people, includ- 
ing six election workers, (ap)

In Russia, Friends 
Mourn U.S. Editor 


Journalist who led 
Forbes’ Russian edition 
gunned down Friday 

MOSCOW I Friends and colleagues of 
the slain American editor of Forbes 
Magazine’s Russian edition held a 
private funeral service Sunday for 
Paul Klebnikovin Moscow, Russia’s 
Ekho Moskvy reported. 

About 40 people attended the 
service at St. Yekaterina’s Church, 
the radio station said. Klebnikov’s 
family is planning a separate memo- 
rial service for Wednesday, the U.S. 
Embassy said. He will be buried in 
the United States. 

Klebnikov, 41, was gunned down 
late Friday outside the magazine’s 
offices. Russia’s Prosecutor- General 
Vladimir Ustinov has said that he is 


taking personal control of the inves- 
tigation, which authorities believe 
is connected to Klebnikov’s work, 
according to news reports. 

Klebnikov, U.S.-born of Russian 
heritage, previously was a senior edi- 
tor at Forbes, which 
started its Russian 
edition in April. He 
wrote a book about 
Boris Berezovsky, 
who amassed a for- 
tune in Russia’s cha- 
otic and violent tran- 
sition to capitalism, and was seen 
as widely knowledgeable about the 
country’s murky business world. 

Reporters Without Borders said 
in a statement that five journalists 
were killed last year in Russia, and 
that investigations have so far failed 
to uncover why they died, (ap)

Koizumi Dealt Blow 
In Japanese Vote 


Prime minister s party 
loses seats but retains 
power in upper house 

TOKYO I Japan’s ruling coalition 
retained its majority in the upper 
house of Parliament in elections 
Sunday, but gains by the oppo- 
sition signaled discontent with 
the prime minister’s cuts in pen- 
sion benefits and deployment of 
troops to Iraq. 

Japan’s major TV networks, citing 
voting samples, reported late Sunday 
that Prime Minister Junichiro 
Koizumi’s Liberal Democratic Party 
and coalition partner Komeito party 
won at least 59 of the 121 seats under 
contention. The new tallies would 
still leave the ruling coalition in con- 
trol, with a total of about 137 seats 
in the 242 -seat chamber. 

But early official balloting counts 
indicated that the LDP itself would 
hold only between 46 and 48 of the 
50 seats it contested. Meanwhile,

the opposition Democratic Party 
took at least 50 seats, boosting its 
standing in the chamber by 12 seats 
to 82. Official results were expected 
during the day Monday. 

Koizumi, who took office in 2001 
promising reform, insisted there was 
no reason for him to resign. But the 
Democrats claimed victory. 

“The people have issued a 
resounding ‘no’ to Koizumi’s pol- 
icies,” said party leader Katsuya 
Okada. Joseph coleman (ap) 


Efforts Falling Far 
Short, Annan Tells 
AIDS Conference 

BANGKOK, THAILAND I The Inter- 
national AIDS Conference opened 
Sunday with U.N. chief Kofi Annan 
challenging world leaders to do more 
to combat the raging epidemic. 

“We are not doing nearly well 
enough,” Annan told the audience 
of nearly 20,000 people. 

A UNAIDS report issued 
before the conference said 38 mil- 
lion people worldwide are infected 
with HIV. A record 5 million people 
were infected last year. 

In sub-Saharan Africa, experts 
are alarmed at the rate at which HIV 
is spreading from high-risk groups 
to young women and married, 
monogamous housewives. Calling 
it a “terrifying pattern,” Annan said 
women now account for nearly half 
of all adult infection. 

Meanwhile, organizers criticized 
a U.S. decision to send a pared-down 
delegation, with some saying they 
believed it was a message that the 
conference wasn’t focused enough on 
abstinence. The United States says 
the reason is cost cutting, (ap)

Metro Aims to Ease Bus Crowding 


Transit agency may cut under-performing lines 


WASHINGTCN | Faced with over- 
crowding and late service on about 
three dozen bus routes, Metro man- 
agers are looking for $3 million over 
the next year to improve conditions 
for riders. But finding that money 
could mean cutting some under- 
performing bus lines. 

There was no money earmarked 
for relief on buses in either the cur- 
rent fiscal year, which began June 
27, or the previous year as grow- 
ing ridership numbers have leveled 
off, said Jim Hughes, Metro’s direc- 
tor of planning. Minor tweaks to 
patch service at no cost have been 
exhausted, he told Metro board 
members at a budget committee 
meeting last week. 

The money would add 20 buses 
in December to the 34 squeezed 
bus routes, like the Pennsylvania 
Avenue Line that runs from Prince 


George’s County, Md., through the 
District and into Montgomery 
County, Md. 

Several officials conceded 
Metro’s web of 182 bus lines needs 
greater attention, though the com- 
mittee made no immediate decision 
on how to alleviate the crowding. 

“I think we’ve got a lot more work 
to do on this,” said board member 
Gladys Mack of the District. 

Options for the board could 
include shedding some less -used 
routes or shifting money from a 
potential budget surplus. 

Finances for the final month of 
the 2004 fiscal year haven’t been 
accounted for yet, but so far there 
is a surplus of $8.6 million, offi- 
cials said. Extra funds usually are 
returned to local governments, 
which pay some of Metro’s operat- 
ing costs.

Cicadas’ Deafening Silence 


With Brood X gone, nymphs begin 17-year wait 


COLLEGE PARK, MD. | Their droning 
love songs have faded, the skies are 
free of their tumbling flights and 
the carcasses that littered sidewalks 
have washed away. 

The Brood X cicadas, vintage 
2004, are gone. 

But in the trees of several mid- 
Atlantic and Midwest states, the 
next generation is just beginning 
its 17-year life. 

Within the next few weeks, 
billions of eggs deposited in tree 
branches will hatch and rain down 
tiny white nymphs no bigger than 
sesame seeds. 

They will burrow through the 


dirt to tree roots and won’t emerge 
as adults until 2021. 

Most people won’t notice the 
nymphs’ dash to safety since they 
are so small, said Gene Kritsky, a 
biology professor at the College of 
Mount St. Joseph in Cincinnati. 
But if seen in the right light, they 
look like small sparkles raining 
out of trees. 

By mid- June, the cicadas had 
begun to die out. As their last act, 
females ready to lay eggs sought the 
tips of woody tree branches where 
each gouged dozens of small slits 
in the wood and deposited about 
600 eggs apiece. 


For the nymphs that emerge from 
their tree -tip nests, the world is a 
dangerous place. As they plunge to 
the ground, they are prime targets 
for predators like bugs and mites. 
If the ground is too hard, they can’t 
burrow to the tree roots. 

In the first two years, mortality 
for nymphs is around 90 percent. 
University of Maryland entomolo- 
gist Mike Raupp said. 

Raupp said he learned several 
things from this year’s crop of cica- 
das. They can fly up to 1,000 feet, he 
said, meaning they can move fairly 
far to colonize areas that previous- 
ly didn’t have cicadas, such as new 
housing developments built in what 
were once fields. 


The cicada buff has also had 
reports of females laying eggs in 
some strange places — asparagus 
plants, goldenrod stalks and other 


herbaceous plants. 

“We’ve had some surpris- 
es with these guys,” he said.

Commutes Get Worse 


COMMUTESI On a recent afternoon, 
Chris Marquis finished work early 
to get home for his daughter’s grad- 
uation party — so he checked out 
of the Cincinnati hotel he’s lived in 
since January, and set off on his six- 
hour commute. 

The long drive through parts of 
three states is small tradeoff for a 
good paycheck, he says. When his 
last job was eliminated 14 months 
ago. Marquis calculated that find- 
ing a similar software position near 
home in Rockford, 111., was unlike- 
ly. So he picked up, and family and 
furniture will soon follow, bound 
for where the jobs are. 

The long-awaited improvement 
in the labor market — a gain of 1.5 
million positions since last August 
— is improving odds for jobseekers. 
But recruiters and job placement 
counselors say more jobseekers are 
relocating for work. 



Chris Marquis lives in Illinois and 
works six hours away in Ohio. 


Relocating for a job, especially to 
a city where a worker has no fam- 
ily, is a viable option for few. Many 
of those who lost lower-paying jobs 
don’t have the cash needed to move. 
Employers rarely pick up the tab to 
move rank-and-file employees. 

Fewer than 7 percent of all 
those who lost jobs in layoffs or 
closings ended up relocating for 


work between 1999 and 2001, the 
most recent statistics tallied by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

About 8 percent of those who 
have been in their jobs for at least 
three years moved. 

The number of Americans who 
moved to take new jobs or to look for 
work surged between March 2001 
and March 2002, according to the 
Census Bureau. But such moves fell 
back in the year ended in March 
2003, a period that included the 
invasion of Iraq. 

Many remain reluctant to move 
for work. In a recent survey of 1,100 
jobseekers by personnel consulting 
firm DBM Inc., 34 percent indicat- 
ed a willingness to move for a new 
job. But they were far outnumbered 
by the 82 percent willing to change 
industry or the 66 percent who’d 
sign on for less pay than their pre- 
vious job.

Grunting, groaning and airborne 
bodies were nowhere to be seen when 
more than 100 hopefuls gathered 
for World Wrestling Entertainment’s 
RAW Diva contest. 

Instead, mirror space was at a 
premium as the women primped 
for interviews and photos. 

“Wow, you can sure smell a lot of 
hair products in here,” one would- 
be diva marveled. 

It’s sweetness, not sweat, WWE 
wants in the winner who will get a 
$250,000, yearlong contract. Viewers 
of Spike TV’s Monday night two- 
hour “RAW” programming block 
will decide the outcome over the 
next two months; a field of 28 con- 
testants that will be winnowed to 10 
finalists on a live special airing July 
15 at 10 p.m. on Spike.

Kevin 
Dunn, WWE executive vice presi- 
dent of television production, said, 
“We want someone we can put on 
a pedestal here and who can rep- 
resent the WWE in a classy — I 


wouldn’t say sophisticated — but 
a classy, nice manner.” 

The diva doesn’t need to wrestle 
but could if she wanted. She might 
become an announcer, a global 
WWE representative or a “char- 
acter” in the WWE family that 
includes wrestlers Triple H, John 
Cena and Torrie Wilson. 

Contestants tossed a grab bag of 
credentials at judges in the tryouts. 
Jennifer R. Lopez (not THAT J Lo, 


as far as we know) listed a victory 
in the Hawaiian Tropic modeling 
contest and talents including “bel- 
lydancing, cartoon voices, stabs a 
knife through her fingers very fast.” 
A finalist? Yes! 

Carmella DeCesare, another 
finalist, was Playboy.com’s February 

2003 Cyber Girl of the Month and 

2004 Playmate of the year.

Costello, whose credits include serv- 


ing as original “juggy dancers” on

MUSIC I “We Sound Amazed,” the 
opening song on The Polyphonic 
Spree’s “Together We’re Heavy” 
(Hollywood), has a reference to a 
“new religion.” The next one, “Hold 
Me Now,” mentions a “new age.” And 
there are numerous references to 
sunshine and light. 

If Tim Delaughter wants to 
deflect suggestions that there’s 
something cultish and hippie -like 
about his two -dozen- strong band- 
cum-chamber- orchestra- cum- 
choir, well, this won’t do it. But if he 
wanted to channel the spirit of the 
sprawling, robed ensemble’s color- 
ful concerts into a strong, inspiring 


album, he’s done a terrific job. 

The giddiness of the band’s spir- 
ited (if semiamateurish) chorus and 
mix of orchestral and rock instru- 
ments echoes Delaughter’s zeal, but 
it’s focused into an appealingly pro- 
fessional package. And Delaughter’s 
writing has stepped up as well, as 
he weaves his clear reference points 
(“Pet Sounds,” “Sgt. Pepper,” ’70s 
Saturday morning cartoons) into 
an increasingly personal fabric. 

Such highlights as “Two 
Thousand Places at Once,” about 
keeping your head in stressful times, 
aren’t so much songs as patchworks 
of hooks and choruses, but they’re 


killer hooks and choruses. And even 
at its most hippie -ish, the message 
of love and hope largely avoids being 
cloying, while a few self- deflating 
winks (including the album title) 


help keep it all grounded. 

This may not make new converts, 
but Spree fans will find much cause 
to rejoice, sieve hochman (los

American Roots 



TRIBUTES I The Nashville-based 
nonprofit American Roots 
Publishing, a national arts and 
education organization, is her- 
alding its formation with the Aug. 
24 release of a CD compilation, 
“Beautiful Dreamer: The Songs of 
Stephen Foster.” 

The 18-track disc features 
19th-century American classics 
like “Beautiful Dreamer,” “My Old 
Kentucky Home” and “Old Folks at 
Home.” Among the performers are 
Raul Malo; Roger McGuinn; John 
Prine; Michelle Shocked and Pete 
Anderson; Mavis Staples and Alison 
Krauss with Yo-Yo Ma. 

Executive producer and ARP 
founder Tamara Saviano noted 
that the set is the first CD tribute to 
“the first songwriter of America,” as 
Foster’s New York publisher hailed 
him. Foster died in 1864 at 37 with 
38 cents in his pocket. 

Saviano recognized that while 
Foster songs like “Oh! Susanna” 
and “Camptown Races” once were 
staples of children’s music classes, 


today’s young generation likely has 
never even heard of Foster. Hence 
the impetus for ARP. 

Following the release of 
“Beautiful Dreamer,” ARP will team 
with Future Farmers of America in 
a program featuring teaching tools 
such as the album, a PBS documen- 
tary on Foster, a teachers’ guide pre- 
pared by Boston public TV station 
WGBH and Foster sheet music. 
Some participating artists from 


the CD will speak and perform. 

Referring to Ken Emerson, 
the Foster biographer who wrote 
the liner notes, Saviano said, “He 
quoted [classical baritone] Thomas 
Hampson as saying that Foster is 
the trunk of the tree of American 
music — the first to take elements 
of European music and American 
slave music and cobble it together to 
make American music.” jimbessman

NBC’s Olympic- Size Trouble 


THE AD GAME | NBC has been count- 
ing on the Summer Olympics to be 
ratings steroids. 

But now that a handful of U.S. 
athletes have been accused of using 
performance -enhancing drugs — 
the latest in a string of problems 
besetting the games in Athens, 
Greece — it’s far from clear how 
the General Electric Co.- owned 
network will finish. 


“NBC has a real challenge on 
its hands,” said David M. Carter, a 
Los Angeles-based sports market- 
ing consultant. 

That drug controversy has raised 
thorny questions about how NBC 
will handle coverage of one of the 
most recognized U.S. athletes, 
sprinter Marion Jones. 

Jones, who won five medals dur- 
ing the 2000 Summer Olympics in 


Sydney, has denied using any per- 
formance-enhancing drugs, but she 
remains under investigation by the 
U.S. Anti-Doping Agency. Jones is 
widely expected to run in Athens. 

Advertisers are wary of being 
identified too closely with ath- 
letes who carry even a whiff of 
controversy. 

“How NBC handles all these 
challenges is going to determine

how much money they make,” 
said Carter. 

NBC still has nearly 10 per- 
cent of its advertising inventory 
left with just a month to go before 
the games begin Aug. 13, although 
industry experts said that was not 
unusual. 

The network is planning an 
unprecedented 1,200 hours of 
coverage on six outlets, includ- 
ing Spanish-language Telemundo 
and cable channels MSNBC, CNBC, 
Bravo and USA Network, meg james

Is Cheney in or out? And to the 
extent that Edwards is being cast as 
not a traditional bulldog veep pick, is 
it possible he may be transformative 
in the run up to the election? 

Cheney: In, in, in. The politics 
don’t matter; he’s staying because 
that’s how Bush does business. 
Without his loyalty, the discipline of 
the White House — its main strength 
— would break down instantly. 

On Edwards: He’s more of a 
show dog than a bulldog. I’d say. 
Possibly a standard poodle. 

What is your analysis of the pres- 
ident’s refusal to address the 
NAACP convention? 

Before he took office. Bush made 
clear that he was trying to circum- 
vent the traditional civil rights 
establishment in favor of new black 
leaders, particularly religious ones, 
who shared his conservative views. 
He’s also visited milder groups such 
as the Urban League. 

This strategy of avoiding the tra- 
ditional civil rights crowd has not 
gone very well, but neither is there 
much to be gained by drawing a hos- 
tile reception from the NAACP. 

Do you have any thoughts about 
the rise in credibility of political 
bloggers?
